Thomas  E.  McKay  is  a  man  of  broad  ex- 
perience. His  activities  have  covered  a  wide 
field  and,  his  devotion  to  duty  and  his  sense 
of  obligation  to  a  public  trust  have  ever  been 
exemplified  in  his  life.  He  loves  people,  and 
all  who  know  him  have  a  deep  affection  for 
him,  whether  engaged  in  Church  service,  on 
the  farm,  as  servant  of  the  people  in  public 
office  or  on  a  fishing  stream.  He  loves  the 
out-of-doors.  He  is  a  man  of  many  hobbies 
and  one  of  them  is  fishing.  He  learned  long 
ago  on  the  beautiful  streams  of  Ogden  Valley 
that  an  angler's  occupation  is  a  good  cure  for 
much  of  the  evil  that  is  in  the  world. 

In  a  book  published  by  Brigham  Young 
University  a  number  of  years  ago  as  a  tribute 
to  Dr.  Brimhall,  the  following  experience  is 
related  by  Dr.  Brimhall:  "A  few  evenings 
ago  in  Ogden  Canyon,  an  automobile  headed 
from  Huntsville  towards  Ogden  was  making 
good  time.  The  highway  was  banked  on  both 
sides  with  snow,  pushed  high  by  the  snowplow, 
leaving  room  for  passing,  provided  each 
vehicle  kept  close  to  its  bank.  On  a  curve  the 
car  came  suddenly  upon  a  bobsled  which  was 
coming  up  the  canyon  in  the  middle  of  the 
track.  The  driver  of  the  car  had  the  alterna- 
tive of  striking  the  sled  or  plunging  into  the 
snowbank  or  the  river  side  of  the  track.  He 
chose  the  latter.  The  car  kept  on  its  wheels 
but  stuck  fast  in  the  snow.  One  of  the  occu- 
pants of  the  sled,  looking  back,  saw  the  snow- 
bound condition  of  the  auto,  called  the  driver 
to  stop,  and  went  to  the  aid  of  the  chauffeur. 

"The  driver  of  the  car  met  the  man  from 
the  sled  with  the  declaration,  'It  was  my  fault, 
I  was  coming  a  little  too  fast;  you  people  did 
not  have  time  to  give  me  passing  room.'  The 
man  from  the  bobsled  party  shouted  to  his 
companions :  'Come  back !  Here  is  a  real 
gentleman ! ' 

"The  occupants  of  the  sled  piled  out,  and 
the  car  was  soon  on  the  road. 

"Everyone  of  the  bobsleigh  party  thought, 
and  some  of  them  said,  in  substance :  'It  is  a 
rare, thing  to  find  a  man  who  will  not  dodge 
behind  some  tree  of  self-justification  when  he 
gets  into  trouble,  by  not  giving  the  other  fellow 
a  chance.' 


"This  circumstance  caused  me  to  wish  for 
more  real  gentlemen  in  all  the  highways  of 
life,  from  the  home  circle  to  international 
council  chambers.  lust  the  confession,  'It  was 
my  fault,  I  was  going  too  fast,"  would  be  a 
signal  for  more  home  happiness  and  possibly 
a  world  peace." 

The  driver  of  that  car  was  Thomas  E. 
McKay. 

Thomas  Evans  McKay  is  the  son  of  David 
and  Jennette  Evans  McKay  and  was  born  in 
Huntsville,  Weber  County,  Utah,  the  29th  of 
October,  1875.  He  is  a  brother  of  President 
David  O.  McKay. 

Thomas's  early  life  was  spent  in  Huntsville 
where  he  grew  up  through  all  the  organiza- 
tions of  the  Church  and  came  under  their 
influence.  He  received  his  early  school  train- 
ing in  the  schools  of  Ogden  Valley  and  later 
attended  the  University  of  Utah  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1899.  After  his  graduation 
he  was  appointed  principal  of  the  Pingree 
School  in  Ogden  where  he  served  until  1900, 
when  he  was  called  to  fulfil  a  mission  to  Great 
Britain,  but  was  reassigned  to  labour  with  the 
German  people.  On  his  return  home  in  1903 
he  became  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Weber 
Academy  where  he  taught  for  two  years.  He 
left  there  to  become  a  member  of  the  faculty 
of  the  Utah  State  Agricultural  College.  After 
two  year's  service  in  the  college  he  served  for 
two  years  as  superintendent  of  the  Weber 
County  schools.  In  January  1909,  he  was 
called  as  a  missionary  to  the  Swiss-German 
Mission  where  he  laboured  for  three  years. 
In  September  1912,  he  was  married  to  Fawn 
Brimhall.  To  this  union  five  children  were 
born.  Brother  McKay  always  has  taken  an 
interest  in  civic  affairs  and  has  held  several 
positions.  Also  he  has  served  as  President  of 
the  Swiss-German  Mission  and  as  acting 
President  of  the  European  Mission  during 
World  War  II.  Then  in  1941,  Elder  McKay 
was  called  to  be  one  of  the  assistants  to  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve. 

Thomas  E.  McKay  is  truly  a  servant  of 
God,  one  devoted  to  the  truth,  ever  faithful 
to  any  trust  that  may  be  imposed  upon  him.

McKay,  and  President  Richards,  and  brethren 
and  sisters,  may  I  join  with  some  of  the  other 
speakers  who  have  preceded  me  in  expressing 
sincere  appreciation  for  my  membership  in  the 
Church  and  for  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  as 
revealed  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  in  our 
day.

"A  clean  life  is  the  greatest  sermon  in  the 
world  .   .  ." 

There  is  no  other  organization  in  the  world 
comparable  to  the  organization  in  our  Church. 
Then  think  of  the  priesthood  officers  and  the 
priesthood  members,  all  of  whom  have  special 
assignments  .  .  .

Only  a  ward 
teacher!  There  is  no  greater  calling,  brethren, 
in  the  Church,  than  that  of  a  ward  teacher. 
If  the  ward  teachers  realized  what  an  oppor- 
tunity that  is  and  if  they  were  doing  their 
duty,  we  wouldn't  have  the  condition  exist 
that  Brother  Ivins  referred  to  in  his  splendid 
talk  yesterday.  The  bishop  would  know 
through  these  ward  teachers  if  any  of  the 
children  in  his  ward  was  over  nine  years  of 
age  and  not  baptized,  or  needed  shoes  before 
they  could  enter  school.  He  would  know  if 
the  ward  teachers  were  doing  their  duty,  where 
our  boys  are  who  are  in  the  service  at  this 
time,  and  when  they  changed  their  address. 
They  could  always  get  such  information  from 
the  mothers  in  the  homes  they  visit.  It  doesn't 
matter,  brethren  and  sisters,  so  much  what  the 
position  is.  It  is  how  we  fill  that  position.  We 
are  given  a  job  to  do.  It  may  be  the  only 
position  that  we  have  to  show  our  Father  in 
Heaven  that  we  can  make  good,  that  he  can 
depend  upon  us. 

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  opportunity  that 
I  have  in  visiting  the  stakes  and  the  missions.

'"It's  Great!"  "It's  Wonderful!"  "Marvel- 
lous!" "Doesn't  seem  possible!"  "Beautiful!" 
"Lovely!"  "Nicest  thing  that's  happened  to 
P.E."  That's  what  people  were  saying  the  day 
the  new  chapel  was  opened.  Some  exclaimed: 
"It's  a  Miracle!"  Others  said:  "It's  like  a 
dream  come  true!"  A  few  didn't  say  anything. 
They  only  smiled  from  ear  to  ear.  Many 
were  awed  at  the  reality  of  the  occasion  and 
tears  were  shed.  But  their  tears  were  different: 
they  were  "Pearls  of  Great  Price"  that  fell 
freely  in  gratitude  and  joy.  And  behind  the 
tears;  behind  the  smiles;  behind  this  day  was 
a  marvellous  story  that's  like  a  fairy  tale,  but 
it's  much  better  than  a  fairy  tale  because  it's 
real!     This  is  how  it  all  began: 

Once  upon  a  time  in  the  city  of  Port  Eliza- 
beth there  lived  a  small  group  of  people  who 
were  called  "Mormons"  by  most  people  who 
knew  them.  But  they  referred  to  themselves 
proudly  as  members  of  "The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints."  Just  a  few 
among  many,  bound  together  by  each  indivi- 
dual's testimony  that  this  was  "The"  Church 
—  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  restored  in  these 
last  days  through  a  prophet  of  God,  and 
because  of  that  testimony  they  gathered 
together  in  a  home  each  Sunday  to  worship 
their  God  and  to  learn  of  His  ways,  comforted 
by  the  thought  that,  "Where  two  or  three  are 
gathered  together  in  my  name  there  am  I  in 
the  midst  of  them." 

Others  who  heard  the  news  of  the  "restora- 
tion" and  accepted  its  glad  message  increased 
their  number  to  such  a  size  that  it  became 
necessary  for  them  to  rent  a  hall  in  which 
they  could  hold  their  Sunday  services  more 
conveniently.  Perhaps,  they  said  to  them- 
selves, "It's  so  much  nicer  to  meet  in  a  hall 
than  in  a  home,  it  makes  it  seem  more  like 
church."  But  still,  down  deep  in  their  hearts 
they  held  a  dream  —  a  dream  that  some  day, 
somehow,  they  would  have  a  chapel  of  their 
own,  just  like  all  the  other  churches  had.  Some 
thought  to  themselves:  "Can  this  be  the 
Church  of  God  to  meet  in  such  humble  sur- 
roundings? But  then  I  must  remember  that 
we  are  just  a  small  part.  I  guess  only  the 
larger  branches  can  have  a  chapel.  1  wish 
we  were  a  larger  branch.    ..." 

Sure,  they  were  thankful  to  have  a  hall  to 


meet  in;  some  of  the  branches  didn't  even 
have  that.  But  it  wasn't  their  own,  and  it 
was  very  discouraging  to  come  on  Sunday 
morning  to  hold  services,  only  to  find  that 
they  would  have  to  sweep  out  the  beer  bottles 
and  cigarette  stubs  before  they  could  start. 
What  kind  of  atmosphere  was  that  for  wor- 
ship? At  least  they  could  dream.  They  told 
themselves  that  it  wouldn't  have  to  be  big, 
just  a  small  building.  Nor  would  it  have  to 
be  richly  furnished,  as  long  as  it  was  clean, 
as  long  as  it  was  a  house  reserved  for  God, 
where  they  could  come  and  worship  Him, 
not  only  on  Sunday,  but  on  any  day  of  the 
week.  Just  as  long  as  they  didn't  feel  like 
they  had  to  apologize  to  any  visitor  or  investi- 
gator who  attended  their  services  fcr  the  con- 
ditions in  which  they  were  meeting.  Just  as 
long  as  it  was  a  place  they  would  be  proud 
to  call  their  own.  That  was  all  they  wanted! 
Was  it  too  much  to  hope  for? 

William  James,  distinguished  prychologist, 
said:  "That  which  holds  our  attention  deter- 
mines our  course  of  action."  It  doesn't  cost 
anything  to  dream,  but  buildings  cost  mcney. 
Thus,  their  course  of  action  seemed  inevitable. 
A  building  fund  was  started.  Money  was 
scarce  and  times  were  hard.  They  had  to 
devise  ways  of  raising  the  money.  They  made 
and  sold  things,  had  bazaars,  dances  and  gave 
dinners.  One  elderly  sister  made  at  least  three 
baby  bibs  a  week  for  the  fund.  Everyone 
knew  that  she  was  near  death,  but  it  seemed 
that  she  couldn't  die,  at  least  not  until  she 
had  finished  those  bibs  for  the  building  fund. 
She  finished  them,  and  then  she  rested.    .    .    . 

Finally,  after  25  years,  what  did  they  have? 
They  had  £325.  At  the  rate  they  were  going 
it  would  take  a  hundred  years  before  they 
could  build  a  chapel.  Anyway,  they  still  had 
their  dream,  and  that's  the  trouble;  a  dream 
too  often  remains  a  dream,  and  nothing  more. 
These  people  were  in  a  rut!  They  had  been 
dreaming  for  so  long  that,  like  most  people 
who  dream,  '.hey  found  it  was  easier  and 
sometimes  much  nicer  to  dream  than  to  build. 
Easier  to  think  than  to  act! 

But  then  one  day  a  man  came  to  P.E.  who 
was  determined  to  make  a  change.  Who  was 
he?  A  knight  in  shining  armour?  No,  he 
was  something  better  —  a  mission  president  in 
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spiritual  armour,  armed  for  battle!  He  called 
;i  special  meeting  and  said:  "We  want  s  chapel 
here  in  Port  Elizabeth.  We  want  >ou  to 
set  a  goal  ami  raise  £80  a  month.*1    Some  ol 

the  members  looked  at  one  another  and 
laughed.     It  seemed  inevitable  that  someone

The  classrooms  are 
light  and  airy  and  done  in  different  colours, 
three  in  "peaceful"  green  and  one  in  "restful" 
blue.  There  are  windows  all  around  that  are 
very  well  described  in  the  song,  "Bless  This 
House",  as  being  "shining  bright,  letting  in 
God's  heavenly  light."  On  the  outside  there 
is  a  row  of  white  pillars  set  out  from  the 
classroom  windows  which  let  in  the  light  but 
cut  out  the  glare.  They  also  give  the  building 
a  distinctive  and  modern  look.  This  is  a 
pleasant  building,  a  real  chapel,  and  as  the 
members  talked  with  those  from  other 
branches  they  fairly  glowed  with  pride.  They 
had  a  right  to  be  proud,  for  just  as  the  sign 
on  the  front  of  the  building  stated,  here  in 
P.E.  was  the  "Church  of  Jesus  Christ." 

The  Branch  President,  Clarence  Doller,  had 
the  privilege  of  being  the  first  man  to  speak 
in  the  new  chapel.  He  expressed  how  much 
the  new  chapel  meant  to  him  and  to  the 
branch.

I  was  astonished'  I  hese  ruins  were  dtt 
covered  long  Bftef  loseph  Smith  had  trans- 
lated the  "Hook  ol  Mormon''  and  he  could 
not  possiblv  have  known  about  them,  set  there 
is  no  point  where  the  Book  is  inc.  nsistcnl 
with  what  has  since  been  proved  BDOUl  these 
ancient  people  Main  revelations  in  the  book, 
which   intelligent   people  derided  at  the  time  it 
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was  written,  have  since  proved  to  be  correct. 
1  had  to  accept  that  the  "Bock  cf  Mormon" 
was  a  completely  true  account  of  a  highly 
civilized  people  who  were  at  their  zenith  at 
about  the  time  of  Christ.  It  just  could  not 
have  been  a  fake  and  in  any  case  why  should 
any  one  go  to  all  that  trouble  to  fake  such  a 
book. 

But  how  was  Joseph  Smith  able  to  write  a 
true  account  of  a  people  that  neither  he  nor 
any  of  his  contemporaries  had  ever  heard  of? 
The  records  of  these  people  were  written  in 
"Reformed  Egyptian"  which  even  the  most 
learned  scholars  of  ancient  hieroglyphics 
would  have  had  great  difficulty  in  under- 
standing— and  Joseph  Smith  had  very  little 
education.  Had  he  gathered  a  number  of 
scholars  together  for  the  purpose  of  trans- 
lating the  records'?  No,  the  circumstances  in 
which  the  Book  was  written  quite  ruled  out 
such  a  possibility.  How  then  did  he  do  it? 
How  did  he,  a  poorly  educated  youth,  trans- 
late and  dictate  smoothly  and  correctly,  with- 
out revision  or  retracing  his  steps,  a  book  that 
runs  to  over  500  printed  pages?  It  was 
humanly   impossible! 

The  missionaries  insisted  that  Joseph  Smith 
had  been  specially  chosen  to  do  this  work  by 
the  Lord,  who  had  provided  him  with  the 
means  to  do  it.  At  last  I  saw  that  there 
could  be  no  other  explanation — I  could  find 
no  escape  from  the  conclusion  that  this  was 
the  work  of  the  Lord.  I  began  to  read  the 
"Book  of  Mormon"  and  soon  it  became 
apparent  to  me  that  it  was  genuine.  It  rang 
true  and  I  knew  in  my  heart  that  it  was  true. 
From  then  on  all  the  evidences  and  proofs 
that  the  missionaries  produced  were  merely  of 
academic  interest.  I  needed  them  no  longer. 
If  the  bringing  forth  of  the  "Book  of  Mor- 
mon" was  the  work  of  the  Lord,  I  reasoned, 
so  must  all  the  other  incredible  things  that  had 
happened  to  Joseph  Smith,  for  was  he  not 
chosen  of  God   for   this   special  purpose   and 


therefore  a  man  of  complete  integrity! 

Then  the  full  and  glorious  significance  of 
these  events  dawned  on  me.  The  Father  and 
His  Beloved  Son  actually  had  visited  the  earth 
early  in  the  Spring  of  the  year  1820  for  the 
express  purpose  of  restoring  the  Church  and 
the  Gospel.  They  did  not  visit  any  of  the 
existing  churches  nor  appear  to  any  of  the 
great  church  leaders  of  the  day.  They 
responded  to  the  simple  implicit  faith  of  a 
fourteen-year-old  boy  praying  for  enlighten- 
ment, alone  in  a  quiet  wood.  What  an  utterly 
wonderful  happening! 

Up  until  that  awakening  1  believed  that 
such  things  could  only  have  belonged  to 
Biblcal  times  and  even  then  1  was  not  sure 
because  the  Biblical  events  had  happened  so 
long  ago  that  they  seemed  unreal.  But  here 
was  a  Heavenly  manifestation  that  belonged 
to  recent  times  and  that  could  have  as  pro- 
found an  effect  on  mankind  as  had  the  advent 
of  Christ  nearly  2,000  years  earlier.  Indeed 
it  was  the  sequel  to  that  great  stcry. 

Now  the  realization  that  these  happenings 
were  true,  posed  the  question,  "Where  do  I 
stand?"  The  Church  which  Joseph  Smith 
organized  under  the  direction  of  the  Lord, 
was  obviously  the  only  one  which  complied 
with  all  His  requirements  and  carried  His 
authority.  It  was  His  "chosen  instrument." 
Clearly  it  was  my  duty  and  that  of  my  family 
and  of  all  who  would  please  the  Lord,  to  seek 
after  His  Church  and  become  worthy  mem- 
bers. 

At  first  1  procrastinated  as  it  was  not  an 
easy  step  to  take,  but  the  genuine  love  of  the 
fine  young  missionaries  and  their  inspired 
understanding  and  persuasion,  finally  turned 
the  scale.  On  the  18th  September  last,  my 
wife,  my  son  and  I  were  baptized  and  con- 
firmed members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Our  experiences 
since  that  great  day  have  convinced  us  many 
times  over  that  we  took  the  right  step.

PEARIS  OF  GREAT  PRICE  THROUGH  THE 
ENLISTMENT  PROGRAMME 


By  SISTER  PHYLLIS  M.  JOHNSON 


Frequently  members  of  the  Church  think 
of  missionary  work  only  in  terms  of  the  full- 
time  missionary  in  the  mission  field  or  the 
part-time  missionary  in  the  stake.  We  forget 
that  each  one  of  us  is  a  potential  missionary 
with  the  responsibility  of  being  our  brother's 
keeper. 

We,  too,  can  experience  the  joys  and  satis- 
faction of  missionary  work  if  we  will  but 
look  around  us.  In  our  congregations  these 
opportunities  lay.  Many  members  have  be- 
come inactive  as  much  through  neglect  as 
through  any  other  reason.  Likewise,  many 
inactive  members  have  been  activated  through 
the  interest  and  efforts  of  a  "missionary- 
member." 

To  assist  in  this  work  we  have  the  Enlist- 
ment Programmes  as  outlined  in  both  the 
Sunday  School  Handbook  and  in  the  M.I.A. 
Executive  Manuals.  The  objective  of  the 
Enlistment  Programme  is  to  bring  into  activity 
every  member  of  the  Church  in  the  branch. 
This  programme  has  two  divisions  of  responsi- 
bility: (1)  to  see  that  contact  is  made  with 
the  active  member  who  is  absent  for  any 
cause  and  advise  him  of  the  fact  that  he  has 
been  missed;  (2)  to  ;.ee  that  the  inactive 
members  are  visited  periodically  and  influenced 
to  attend. 

The  Enlistment  Programme  is  carried  out 
by  contacting  members  through  letters  or  over 
the  phone,  but  preferably  by  personal  visits. 
Personal  contact  is  much  more  effective  be- 
cause through  this  method  we  are  able  to 
show  a  little  kindness  and  love  to  those  who 
may  be  wayward  or  troubled.  We  have  all 
experienced  the  joy  of  seeing  someone  respond 
to  a  kind  word  of  encouragement.  The  op- 
portunity to  do  this  very  often  is  available 
through  the  Enlistment  Programme.  Often  it 
is  those  who  are  absent  that  need  us  most  of 


all.     It  is  our  responsibility  to  find  them. 

We  as  members  of  the  Church  are  among 
the  most  blessed  people  in  the  world.  We  have 
been  given  so  many  wonderful  opportunities 
for  serving  our  Heavenly  Father  by  helping 
our  brothers  and  sisters  here  upon  the  earth. 
As  Christ  left  the  ninety  and  nine  to  find 
the  one,  let  us  also  encourage  our  inactive 
brothers  and  sisters  and  invite  them  to  attend 
Church  with  us. 

From  the  Annual  Auxiliary  Reports  a  de- 
finite need  for  Enlistment  work  was  seen. 
Very  few  branches  recorded  Enlistment  Pro- 
grammes in  their  organizations.  We  encourage 
you  to  develop  these  programmes  because  they 
are  a  vital  and  integral  part  of  the  Branch. 

Let  us  remember  some  of  the  philosophy  of 
Elder  Matthew  Cowley  when  he  said:  "There 
is  a  power  of  regeneration  in  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  It  lifts  us  up  if  we  will  obey 
it.  1  saw  Japanese  creating  pearls  at  the 
Mikamoto  Pearl  Farm  in  Japan.  I  saw  them 
injuring  an  oyster  and  from  that  injury  creat- 
ing a  beautiful  pearl.  That  can  be  done  with 
human  souls.  Some  of  us  may  be  damaged; 
some  of  us  may  have  within  ourselves  foreign 
matter,  foreign  influences,  but  if  we  take 
within  ourselves  some  of  the  live  tissue  of 
Christ  —  as  they  take  from  a  live  oyster  and 
place  in  another  one,  killing  the  one  to  pro- 
duce pearls  in  the  other  —  if  we  do  that, 
brothers  and  sisters,  we  can  make  ourselves 
and  those  who  are  not  working  in  the  Church, 
those  who  are  not  active  in  our  own  homes, 
pearls  of  great  price.    That  is  the  gospel  plan." 

There  are  many  inactive  members  who  can 
be  made  into  pearls  of  great  price  through 
the  Enlistment  Programme  if  we  put  the  effort 
to  contact  them  and  implant  within  their 
hearts  again  the  living  tissue  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.

Smith  gave  us  an  indication  of  the  magnitude 
of   the   Priesthood:     "It   is  the  authority    of 

ChhI  delegated  to  man,  hy  which  he  is  given 
power  to  officiate  m  all  the  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel,  speak  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  per- 
form all  duties  pertaining  to  the  building  up 
of  the  kingdom  of  God  on  the  earth,  and 
obtain  knowledge  by  revelation.  It  is  the 
power  by  which  worlds  are  made.  It  is  the 
power  they  obey,  for  it  is  the  authority  by 
which  our  Eternal  Father  performs  all  his 
works. " 

Even  as  Latter-day  Saints  we  are  often 
inclined  to  look  upon  the  Priesthood  as  being 
merely  that  authority  which  enables  a  person 
to  bless  the  sacrament,  baptize  or  lay  on  hands 
for  the  healing  oi  the  sick.  The  result  is  that 
the  lay  members  oi  the  (  hurch  do  not  show 
sufficient  respect  for  this  great  power  which 
exists    among    them    and    hv     which    they    are 

governed.  Furthermore,  this  lack  of  appre- 
ciation oi  the  greatness  of  the  Priesthood  even 
leads  some  hearers  of  it  to  act  and  speak  in  B 
manner  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the 
divine   power  which  rests  upon  them. 

Surel\  n  is  a  sacrilege  to  treat  the  Priest- 
hood lightly.  Surely  it  is  to  our  damnation 
if  we  violate  the  sanctity  oi  our  Priesthood  by 
exercising  it  in  unrighteousness,  or  failing  to 
pay  our  tithes,  to  keep  our  bodies  a  suitable 
dwelling  place  for  the  spirit  oi  the  Lord,  and 
to  live  a  life  on  the  highest  moral  and  spiritual 
level. 

If  we  consider  what  the  real  meaning  and 
power  oi  the  Priesthood  are.  we  will  begin  to 
realize  how  great  the  privilege  IS  that  we  en- 
joy to  have  been  vested  therewith.  Then  we 
will  realize  thai  a  humble  deacon  holds  power 
and  authority  far  greater  than  that  oi  the  most 
powerful  king,  president,  or  other  earthlv 
ruler.

A  'Part -Way'  Person

A  good  question  to  ask  ourselves  is,  "WHY 
DO  WE  LEAVE  THINGS  SO  LATE?"  It 
is  a  habit  of  many  of  us  to  leave  things  too 
late.  We  fail  to  realize  that  less  time  is  re- 
quired to  do  things  when  they  should  be  done 
than  to  procrastinate  and  leave  them  until  the 
last  moment.  It  is  part  of  the  Gospel  which 
we  have  embraced  to  perform  our  duties  to 
the  best  of  our  ability  when  they  should  be 
performed.  Whenever  we  accept  positions 
within  the  Church,  we  promise  the  Lord,  our 
presiding  officers  and  those  whom  we  serve 
that  we  will  fulfil  the  trust  that  has  been 
placed  upon  us.  Many  others  are  depending 
upon  us  to  perform  our  duties.  For  when  we 
fail,  others  fail  also,  because  they  are  unable 
to  perform  their  duties  unless  we  perform 
ours.  Then  the  work  of  the  Lord  is  hindered. 
For  example,  Sunday  School  Teacher;  the 
Superintendency,  the  parents,  and  the  Lord 
are  depending  upon  you  to  be  prepared  and 
on  the  job  each  Sunday  morning.  Likewise, 
Branch  Clerk  and  Secretary;  you  are  being 
depended  upon  by  the  Branch  Presidency,  the 
Mission  Officers,  the  General  Authorities  and 
the  Lord,  to  submit  your  reports  at  the  speci- 
fied time.  Failure  to  do  this  causes  someone 
else  to  fail  and  the  Lord's  work  is  retarded. 

From  the  inspired  writings  of  Elder  Richard 
L.  Evans  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  we 
find  the  following  instructions  and  warnings 
which  we  should  follow: 

"To  all  of  us — and  to  young  people  parti- 
cularly— let  it  be  said  again :  Being  where  we 
ought  to  be  when  we  ought  to  be  there,  doing 
what  we  ought  to  do  when  we  ought  to  do 
it  is  one  of  the  indispensable  factors  of  success, 
of  effectiveness  and  efficiency  and,  of  personal 
peace  .  .  . 

"It  is  a  surpassing  quality  in  life  to  follow 
through,  to  keep  commitments,  to  keep  the 
commandments,  and  no  matter  how  ingenious 
our  excuses  are,  they  don't  cancel  commit- 
ments, or  justify  our  failures,  or  relieve  us 
from  answering  before  the  highest  bar,  unless 
they  are  founded  on  real,  valid  reasons — and 
not  merely  on  our  comfort  or  conveniences . . . 

"In  the  words  of  a  wise  educator:  'It  is 
easier  to  keep  up  than  to  catch  up.'  .  .  . 

"Repentance  is  a  great  and  blessed  principle 
(one  that  all  of  us  have  need  of),  and  catching 


up  is  a  kind  of  repentance.  But  better  than 
repentance  is  keeping  the  ccmmandments;  and 
better  than  catching  up  is  keeping  up — so  that 
postponement  and  procrastination  are  not 
permitted  to  put  an  always  uncomfortable 
penalty  upon  us  .  .  . 

"To  start  too  many  things  and  not  stay  with 
them;  to  fail  to  meet  ccmmitments;  to  be  only 
partly  dependable;  to  be  a  'PART-WAY' 
person — a  person  that  can  almost  be  counted 
upon,  but  not  quite  completely.  With  a  'Part- 
way' person  we  always  have  to  worry  and 
wonder  if  this  is  the  time  when  he  will  fail 
to  find  it  convenient  to  do  what  he  has  agreed 
to  do  or  to  go  where  he  has  agreed  to  go  .  .  . 
Being  where  one  should  be  when  he  should 
be  there,  doing  what  one  should  do  when  he 
should  do  it,  seeing  a  good  purpose  to  its 
completion  are  richly  rewarding  qualities  of 
character.  And  surely  when  we  stand  before 
Him  who  is  the  Judge  of  us  all  and  by  whom 
our  performance  will  be  appraised,  there  will 
be  a  much  different  measure  meted  out  to 
him  who  endures  to  the  end  than  to  him  who 
fails  to  follow  through  .  .  . 

"Things  that  are  done  too  late  don't  count. 
At  least,  they  don't  count  as  much  as  things 
that  are  done  when  they  should  be  done.  Time 
is  an  element  in  everything  we  do  —  and  it 
often  runs  out  on  us  when  we  indulge  in 
dangerous  delays  .  .  .  But  there  is  a  big  diffe- 
rence between  doing  something  when  we 
ought  to  do  it  and  doing  something  when  we 
get  'good  and  ready.'  .  .  .  Things  that  come 
too  late  often  find  that  something  else  has 
filled  their  place  .  .  .  There  are  many  things 
in  life  that  must  be  done  when  they  must  be 
done." 

A  man  who  was  always  prompt  and  regular 
in  meeting  his  obligations  and  attending 
Church  was  asked  how  he  so  invariably 
managed  to  always  come  early.  He  replied, 
"It  is  part  of  my  religion  to  be  on  time  and 
not  disturb  others." 

Let  us  resolve  to  make  this  part  of  our 
religion!  Not  only  let  us  be  on  time  in 
attending  our  meetings  but  also  let  us  dis- 
charge all  of  our  obligations  completely  and 
efficiently  and  "BE  WHERE  WE  OUGHT  TO 
BE  WHEN  WE  OUGHT  TO  BE  THERE 
AND  DO  WHAT  WE  OUGHT  TO  DO 
WHEN  WE  OUGHT  TO  DO  IT." 
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
